INSURANCE MEN VANISH 


Increase in Excess fronts Tax 


Change from tast Year. 


London, England, May 2. -— Great 


Britain's war budget for the fiscal 
year, which Andrew Bonar Law, chan- 
cellor of the exchecquor, introduced in 
the house of commons today, contained 
no surprises and fewer changes from 
the existing taxation than did the pre- 
vious war budgets. 


No new form of taxation was pro- 


posed. 
The only changes were in- 


creases in the excess profits tax, which 
was raised to 80 percent, from 60 per 
cent, the placing of excess profits on 
munitions works on the same basis, 
and increase of tobacco duty by one 
shilling and ten pence In the pound 
and increased entertainment taxes on 
the higher priced tickets. Economy 
in the employment of ships by govern- 
ment, impressment of all vessels, ex- 
cept small coasters at fixed rates of 
pay also was announced. 


In beginning his announcement of 


the budget, Mr. Bonar law said: 


"There Is ground for thankfulness 


that we arc able to bear the financial 
strain laid upon us. These figures rep- 
resent part of the price we have to pay 
for the greatest acts of madness, the 
greatest crimes ever committed in the 
history of the world. We can still say 
with our souls and our consciences 
that it is a crime in which we had no 
| share.-"

'LIBERTY LOAN "ISSUE 


First Offering of Bonds Will Bo Open- 


ed to Subscription at Par. 


Washington, D. C., May 2. — Secre- 


tary McAdoo announced tonight that 
the first offering of bonds authorized 
under the war finance law would be a 
?2,000,000.000 "Liberty Loan" issue, 
opened to popular subscription at par, 
| and that subscriptions would b« re- 
ceived to June 15 next. The bonds 
will be dated July.1, and will be ready 
for delivery on that date. 


Although many organizations In ad- 


dition to the banks of the country will 
be utilized in floating- the bonds, the 
12 Federal Reserve banks will be des- 
ignated as central agencies in their 


j respective districts, receiving subscrip- 
! tions, delivering the bonds, and car- 
ing Tor other details.

of choice seed corn on an acre seed 
plot. For this seed I received an 
average of $3 50 per bushel, -which 
makes a return of $105 for this seed 
alone, In addition to 40 or 50-odd 
bushels left for feeding purposes. 


I have black loam soil that has al- 


ways been to the highest state of 
fertility. I apply a heavy coat of stable 
manure In the fall, plow the field early 
In the spring, disk roar times and har- 
row until a firm seed bed Is obtained. 
For seed, I used eighteen of the 
choicest, hijrhest testing seed ears 
•which I could secure. 


On May 21st I planted, checking 


corn into hills forty-two inches each j 
way. 
At this time I drilled In 450 


pounds per acre of a high-grade fer 
tilizer. The corn was jflren the very 
b«3t Of care, and as a result of this 
Intensive cultivation and the balancec 
plant-food ration. It matured by the 
15th 
of September, at which time '. 


picked the seed corn and put it on 
drying racks in a heated drying house 
so as to be in first-classed condition 
for buyers.—Helron J. Black.

Section III. 


Cnrtf-r present conditions tin cnns will 
be collet ti-d \\HIi the garbage until such

1* tl.c board of health decides such 
collection should be discontinued. 


Suction IV. 


Every householder In the city of Oneon- 
ta. who 'Iocs uot dally burn or bury *ul<l 
K.irlm-:''. i-liall provide metal receptacles, 
with overlapping or tight-tilting tops for 
luildliii; garbage, 
tjald receptacles aball liu 
securely cohered and shall not be placed 
upon any sidewalk or public street and 
must be phiccd so as to be easy of access 
to 
tlu> fullector. 
No trarbap1, excepting 
tin cans, shall be placed in said recepta- 
cle without tlr-<t having been thoroughly 
drained and securely wrapped. 
Kvery re- 
ceptacle for trarlmjrc shall hu kept In a san- 
itarj condition by each householder.

the event of communicable or contaplous 
dincase, the health, olhccr may direct by 
oral or written orders :iu> further or other 
precautionary measures either In the case

SECTION X. 


Deposits of garbage shall not be made 
by anv collector thereof upon any vacart 
lot, public street, lane, nveuue, alley or 
public place unless so directed 
by the 
board of health, nor shall such garbage be 
mixed wltli ashes or other substances not 
subject to decay. All such garbage shall 
be deposited In snch place or places aa 
from time to time may be designated by 
the department of health.

Any conveyances used iu the collection 
and conveyance of garbage in said city 
shall have thereon the name of tho owner 
or owners and the number of the license. 


Section XIII. 


All licenses granted under this ^rdlnauce 
shall be granted for a term to end on De- 
cember 31, ue.\t following the grunting 
thereof, except the licenses granted iu W17, 
which shall expire on December 31, IMS. 
All llccnxes shall be subject to summary 
revocation thereof by the board of health 
for a 
vfnint-fnn 
of this ordinance. 
The 
board of health may restrict the license to 
a single Individual, iirm 
ur corporation, 
and if there be more than one application 
for said license, the board of health shall ' 
decide to whom such license shall be grant- 
ed and their decision shall be final. In the 
event n license Is revoked, as herein pro- 
vided, before the expiration of said license 
period, the board of health may grant a 
license for the remainder of said license 
period to such person or persons as It may 
deem best and their decision hhall be final. 


Section XIV. 


Each licensee shall furnish to tho city 
of Oneonta a good and sufficient bond In 
tho sum of live hundred dollars ($500.00), 
with one or more sureties thereon who 
shall be approved by said city, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the provi- 
sions of this ordinance and the provisions 
and conditions under which said license Is 
granted.

On the grain farm 
the heaviest 


work for tho horses comes in April, 
May and in Auciist, September and 
October The rest of the time there 
!s practically nolhins for the horses 
to do. But enough hordes have to be 
kept durinpr the year to take care of 
the work during these busy months. 
MTien averaged up the horse on the 
crr?.ln fnrm only works three hours a 
day. 
These flptires were secured in an 


investigation by the Minnesota Exper- 
iment Station, under the direction of 
Thomas Cooper, nofr director of the 
Xorth Dakota Experiment Station. In 
this samo investigation it was found 
that when the cropi are diversified, 
the horse labor is better distributed. 
There is loss work for the horses in 
the seasons that are the busiest on 
the all-grain farm, and there is work 
or the horses when there Is no work 
for the horses on the all-grain farm.
